Someone on our street 
said he was sorry that he had invented 
the gun and hoped to be remembered for 
the plow. He moved away from Hartford 
and died in New York in 1903 

No one remembers the plow. In the 
language of the underworld there is a 
word—"‘gat.”

As 
their owners died the dogs roamed wild 
over the moor, howling at night or baying 
at the moon. The majority of the squatters 
were toothless old women, certain 
whom were famous for the evil eye and 
predictions. Each week these old crones 
would go down the hill to the harbor and 
demand free supplies of fish or oil or salt, 
and woe betide the merchant who dared

Among the witches was Easter Carter 
who was once a respectable English- 
woman.

He lived first at Moll Jakup’s 
house until it fell into the ground and 
then he moved to Judy Rhines’ cottag 
After Judy died the cabin fell in and Neil 
boarded the cellar over and burrowed in 
Judy and Moll were ladies of ill repute in 
their youth and the old man was certain 
there was gold buried in their cellars. He 
spent fruitless years digging for their 
treasure. In 1830 the town Constable went 
p to get Neil and brought the dirty 
starving, nearly frozen old man down t 
the village on Pt A week later O] 
Neil was dead ‘‘of sheer comfort.’
